Aguregate scores, thus practically making one macch in Shree stages, the 
winner of which is, of course, the champion of the meet. 

Unfortunate!y the fine weatber enjoyed during the two first days of the 
meet was missing, the air being raw and chilly with a fresh northerly wind 

‘ blowing so that a campfire was necessary for the comfort of the riflemen, 
and this, made in the protection of a blufi, was thoroughly enjoyed by all. 
Thers being only a single pair of targets for these ranges it took all day to 
complete the match. 

As the wind was veering about considerably and varying in strength as 
well, it made good scoring exceedingly difficult, in fact impossible, so’ that 
the scores made, although low, represent very careful work. 

The Strathcona Association is to be congratulated upon having a fairly 
complete range, and the captaia and his zealous assistants deserve credit for 
the hard work they have put in preparing for these long range matches. It 
seems however that a road is to oe opened through this range shortly, thus 
closiug it for this purpose. The range officer, Mr. Jno. W. Forbes and his 
able assistants, the markers and scorer, also deserve credit for the smooth- 
ness with which all the events of the meet have passed off, there having been 
no hitch of any kind to mar the pleasure of the three days’ contest.

(1) At least six months’ resid 
upon and cultivation of the lead te 
each year during the term of three 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
tzining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead.
